RUMOURS FROM VIENNA. 

Vienna, Sert. 19—My efforts to obtain precise infor- 
mation respecting Prince Metternich’s mission have 
tailed, but a few facts have cometomy knowledge which 
wilienable me to give you some little insight into the 
acteal state of the Italian question. About ten days ago 
Prince Metternich arrived here with propositions from 
the Emperor Napoleon, and it is known that they bore 
reference: to the Duchies as wellas to Lombardy. The 
proposals of the French Monarch were immediately taken 
into consideration by this Cabinet, but it was not until 
‘Thursday last that a reply was giventothem. On the 
day mentioned, his Majesty the Emperor remained in 
towi until a later hour than usual, in order that he 
might be able to see a fair copy of Count Rechberg’s de- 
spatch, which is said to have undergone some important 
ermmcndations at the very last moment. In financial 
eircles it is related that some ofthe propositions made by 
the Emperor Napoleon have been rejected, and others 
only conditionally accepted, and there is reason to be- 
lieve ibat such is really the case. The Austrian Govern- 
ment still insists on Sardinia’s paying the share of I.om- 

bardy inthe National Debt, and on her fulfilling “the other 
conditions waazde at Villafranca.”” No explanation was 
gwiven me of whatwas meant by “ other conditions ;” but 
" it would appear that when the Emperor Francis Joseph 
veded Lombardy to the kmperor Napoleon, the latter 
made certain promises in the name of the King of Sardi- 
nia. At present Austria is not willing to.renew her 
quarrel either with France or Sardinia, but you may be 
sure that she will not consider the cession of Lombardy 
binding, unless all the stipulations made at Villafranca 
are fulfilled. By the foregoing sentence I mean that 
Austria would not hesitate,assoon as a favourable oppor- 
tunity presented itself, to re-take Lombardy, if Sardinia 
should decline to fulfil the engagements which were en- 
tered ints in her name by the Emperor Napoleon.

The official journal of Berlin states that within the 
last few days the health of the King had again become 
rather worse, and that he is obliged to keep his bed. 
Séarcely any hope of his Majesty’s recovery, it appears, 
is how entertained. 

Tue Reper.i0on IN Cara.—At the British Associa- 
tion on Wednesday, in answer to questions from Prin- 
cipal Campbell,regarding the rebellion in China—namely, 
whether those portions of China in possession of the 
rebels were the native districts of those men, or if they 
had come from other parts of the country—whether they 
were maratiders, andif the rebellion was on the increase, 
and what was likely to beits effect on the future of 
China---Sir John Bowring said that he did not believe 
any one of the leaders of the rebels, or any man holding 
an influential position, was connected with the localities 
in their possession. ‘Therebels had found no support or 
sympathy from the inhabitants of the quarters into which 
they had advanced. They lived solely on plunder, and 
their progress from town to town, and from place to 
place, was one track of desolation. They. were very 
ignorant, had no common bond of union, and wherever 
rebellion had been experienced. the progress of civili- 
sation and education had been retarded. So tar as he 
(Sir John) had watched the progress of the rebels, it 
had been marked by barbarism and destruction of pro- 
perty and life. He looked with great apprehension upon 
the security of China, for where government was so cor- 
rupt, and its laws but so partially obeyed---where jus- 
tice was so impure, and religion so little thought of, he 
was afraid in that country there was nothing to be 
anticipated but great disorganisation and increasing 
misery.

The oracle is probably not asleep. It speaks little, 
but it thinks the more. It is much to be apprehended 
that it is wide awake, and has got its eye, like all pra- 
dent prophets, riveted upon the main chance. ‘Time 
solves many an inconvenient riddle without the interpo- 
sition of the diviner’s voice, and judicious delay has often 
ere now rendered all answers to a perplexing query un- 
necessary. ‘The same Fabian tactics which once saved 
Italy may now serve to conqtier her. A little wise pro- 
crastination—a month of silence or of simulated indeci- 
sion---nnd the patience of the new-fledged Italian pa- 
triots perhaps will be exhausted. ‘They willcease to wish 
so vehemently for their own way, and will relapse 
into a philosophic submission to the will of Heaven. 
With their resolutions recast in a less independent 
mould, they will then approach the arbiter of their des- 
tinies again. Tired of demanding the monarch of their 
choice, this time they will resign themselves to praying 
for King Log. A humble and fright-minded nation 
does not pray in vain. The oracle, keenly alive to the 
propriety of such a request, will find it pleasant and 
easy toreply. The sentiments of a united people are 
worthy of hy. mon Their petition should. of course, be 
granted, arid King Log will enter on his reign. Such 
at least is the hope, and perhaps the expectation, of the 
oracle. 

At first sight it must be confessed that the Italians 
seem to have been somewhat badly treated. As long as 
it suited the purposes of Napoleon III., they were dis- 
tinctly encouraged to assert their independence. It was 

no means the Emperor’s design that the Dukes 
should be taken back. But he does not desire that the 
House of Savoy should supply their place, or that the 
three Ducal coronets should be massed together upon 
one Italian brow.

The plague of frogs has 
set in over the Duchies, and Imperial emissaries are 
flooding the country. Alternately flattered and fright- 
ened, the Central Italians may well be excused if they 
do not know where to look. Nothing but courage and 
determination can keep them from eventually prostrat- 
ing themselves before the Imperial feet. ‘The cold eye of 
the basilisk is upon them, and slowly fascinating them 
into a surrender. What may not be hoped from universal 
suffrage ? Who can doubt that a Napoleon, or a Na- 
poleon’s deputy, is the secret desire of the nations ?

Napoleon III. is, in reality 
all candour—the Tuileries are the very palace of Truth.

The case having been briefiy stated by Mr. Howard, 
he called : 

Mr. Nicholas Prowse, who said—I am senior officer on 
board the Great Eastern. The defendants, 30 in num- 
ber, are all seamen belonging to her. In eonsequence 
of Mr. Randall, the officer in command, reporting to me 
that the boatswain had some difficulty in getting the 
men to wash decks, I immediately went up and mus- 
tered. Iasked them why they refused to wash decks 
when ordered. A few of them answered---two in par- 
ticular, Francis Johnson and Joseph Brodie—--that 
there was no necessity fur washing decks on Sunday, 
and they should do nothing but what was required, and 
washing decks on Sunday morning was not necessary. 
Not believing this was the feeling among the 
whole of the men, I ordered those who were determined 
to refuse to obey orders to stand on the starboard side 
,of the deck, and those who were inclined 
‘todo as they were ordered to stand a little farther aft. 
The men present walked on the starboard side, and 
about the same number walked aft, signifying that they 
were prepared to obey orders, and they at once pro- 
ceeded ti wash decks. The defendants went forward 
and knocked off work. As soon as possible I reported 
the affair to Captain Harrison. The defendants have 
signed the ship’s articles. I put in the official log-book, 
in which are entered the n;mes of the men, and the 
complaint made against them. When I reported it to 
Captain Harrison he ordered me to muster those who 
had refused duty on deck. I did so, and Captain Harri- 
son asked them why they refused to obey orders. Brodie 
was the spokesman on this occasion ; he answered in 
pretty much the same terms as before---that they did not 
see the necessity of washing decks on Sunday, and that 
they would not do it. They then went below, and have 
not been on duty since. It is usual to wash the decks 
on Sunday mornings, whether at sea or in harbour, in 
any vessel. 

Cross-examined---The Great Eastern has not her full 
crew on board. ‘There were about 60 able-bodied seamen 
on board, including the prisoners. The work imposed 
upon them was not more than sufficient for them to do. 
They were quite sufficient to do all that is required as 
she lay in Portland Roads. There liave been a ,great 
number of visiters on board, which very possibly made 
the decks more dirty than usual. The men on board 
kept a watch of two hours, which is always the custom. 
They would be liable to be called upon, as at present, 
even if there was a full crew. Brodie came to me on the 
Monday, and said he was willing to do any necessary 
work, laying astress on the word “necessary.” He did 
not mean on the Sundays, and he left me with the im- 
pression that he intended to judge what was necessary on 
Sunday. Never knew an instance of ship’s articles being 
placed in the forecastle. I have always understood 
that when a ship’s crew was completed and ready to 
proceed to sea,a copy of the ship’s articles is to be 
placed so as the men might have access to it. I am not 
aware there is a penalty for not doing so, but the arti- 
cles have been read over to the men when they signed, 
and each man was asked if he understood them. The 
articles were not read over to the men when their dis- 
obedience was reported to me. ‘There was a copy of the 
articles on board, and if any man had asked to see it 
there was one accessible to him, but there was not one 
posted up. According to the articles the- men are 
obliged to be clean on Sundays, so as to attend Divine 
worship, but we have not hada service on bvard as 
yet. Had those 60 men turned to and cleaned decks 
when ordered, each man could have gone below and 
cleaned himself by eight o’clock in the morning. They 
had never disobeyed before. 
Re-examined—Those who remained were not enough 
to wash decks, but they swept the decks. All those 
men had only two hours’ watch from six the previous 
evening. I consider they have had easy duty since they 
left the river. 

Captain Harrison was then called. He said—On 
Sunday morning, in consequence of what I heard, I or- 
dered the men who had refused to be mustered, and 
went on deck. Tasked thein why they had refused to 
obay orders. Brodie answered that they did not consider 
washing decks on Sunday necessary work. I told them 
I did not think they were the right parties to judge 
what was necessary. - I considered it to be so, and re- 
quested them todo it. Brodie made some remarks about 
having a soul to be saved, and I said I wanted the decks 
washed, and if they did not choose to turn to they might 
go forward, which they did. 

Cross-examined---Brodie used the words “I” and 
“ We,” speaking for himself and the rest. 

Mr. Hill, for the defendants, said he could not deny 
that the defendants had disobeyed orders, but it had 
been clearly shown that it was the first offence of that 
nature they had committed. He was of opinion that 
the charge of combination against Johnson and Brodie 
could not be sustained, as there was no act in evidence 
to prove that such was the case. In answer to the 
charge of disobedience, he might state that if the Act 
of Parliament had been complied with, by the agreement 
being posted up, ‘as well as made accessible, in all 
probability they would not have refused to obey orders. 
They were clearly under the apprehension that wash- 
ing down the decks on Sunday did not come within 
the requirements of the articles. Under these circum- 
stances he hoped the magistrates would be pleased to 
look upon this affair leniently. ' 

Captain Harrison, in reply to Mr. Hill, said he did not 
inteod to employ any one of the men again. After 
the way in which they had behaved he should cer- 
tainly decline doing so. 

Captain Manning, addressing Johnson, said that the 
magistrates had taken his case into their most serious 
consideration. From the evidence it appeared that he 
had been in some measure the ringleader in this unfor- 
tunate matter, and had thus led the other men into the 
dilemma in which they were placed. The sentence upon 
him was that he should be imprisoned for a month, with 
hard labour, and that two days’ pay should be forfeited, 
if there were any wages due to him. Brodie had also 
figured conspicuously in this matter, but not in so bad a 
degree as Johnson. He would therefore be imprisoned, 
with hard labour, for three weeks, and also to forfeit 
two days’ pay. The remainder would be imprisoned, 
with hard Ébiseinn, fora fortnight, and be subject tu a 
similar íorfeiture of wages. 

They were afterwards taken in custody to the county 
gaol at Dorchester.

THE ADDRESS OF THE ROMISH BISHOPS. _ 
The Rev. Dr. Steane said the Evangelical Alliance 
had for many years taken up, at their annual meetings, 
three subjects---Popery, Infidelity, and Sabbath dese- 
eration. On the present occasion resolutions would be 
mdved on these subjects, and, as they were all aware 
that the Romish hierarchy had passed certain resolu- 
tions arid made deniands in connexiott with the 
question of education, that subject would be specially 
taken up by the meeting. A resolution would be moved 
thereon by the Rev. Dr. Blackwood, seconded by the 
Rev. Dr. Urwick, and spoken to by the Rev. Daniel 
Macafee, Rev. Dr. M‘Cosh, and others. (Applause.) 
The resolution prepared on the subject read as fol- 
lows :-— ? : 
“The attention of the Alliance having been called to 
the resolutions of the Romish hi hy on the subject 
of education in Ireland, in which they claim to have ex- 
clusive control of two colleges, of a set of intermediate 
schools planted in the principal towns, and of the vast 
majority of the elementary schools throughout the coun- 
try, as sup by State endowment : 
“ That this Conference cannot but see in this claim 
another illustration of the grasping spirit of the Papacy, 
and of its fixed determination to regain, if possible, its 
ancient ascendancy in the British Kingdom, especially 
by bringing the youthful mind of the country under the 
influenve of their pernicious principles, and express, 
therefore, its deliberate opinion that the required conces- 
sion cannot be made but greatly to the injury of our na- 
tional Protestantism, and its earnest hope that it will 
meet with the united opposition of the whole Protestant 
community of the realm.” 
The Alliance did not take up those questions in any 


deavoured to deal with such matters in a spirit of love, 

which was the essential principle of the Alliance. 

Rev. Dr. Blackwood said—Mr. Chairman, and dear 

Christian friends, I rise simply to move this resolution. 

I know that it will be ably spoken to by men who are 

perfectly competent to do every justice to it. lu rising 

to move it, I only wish to make this remark, that we do 

not on this platform interfere with any questions con— 

cerning which there exists difference of opinion amongst 

us. We will not therefore take into consideration, and 

the speakers who follow me will, I doubt not, abstain 

from any allusion to these topics—for instance, the 
Irish National Board of Education or the Church Edu- 

cation Society in Ireland, or any of those topics on 
which wei.ave different opinions. (Hear, hear.) The reso- 
lution goes simply to this point, that a great and aggressive 
movement is in contemplation or in preparation by the 
Papal hierarchy in this land, for the purpose of getting 
under their control the education of a large proportion 
of the youth of this country, supported by endowment 
from the State ; and this we consider to be fraught with 
great threatening and great danger to Protestant inte- 
rests in this country. (Hear, hear.) This, therefore, 
we oppose on the grand platform of the Evangelical 
Alliance, to which Dr. Steane has already referred--- 
that opposition to Popery, ina spirit of Christian love, 
is one of the fundamental principles of the Alliance. 
(Applause. ) I shall not detain you at this late hour of 
the day. I am awarethat Dr. Urwick and Dr. M’Cosh 
are prepared to speak at considerable length on this 
topic. I. shall simply move the resolution, with this 
caution, that we do not interfere with those other ques- 
tions that might lead us into sectarian discussion, and 
that we oppose the proposal of the Papal hierarchy 

upon the grounds stated in the resolution. (Loud 
applause.) 

Rev. Dr. UrwickyJ)ublin--When I was asked ta se- 
cond this motion, fra with the understanding that I 
need not say anything upon it. I supposed that the 
resolution would speak for itself, and I believe, sir, all 
will agree in its manifest propriety, becomingness, and 
worthiness, and that it will meet with entire and hearty 
adoption by this meeting, so as to supersede altogether 
the necessity of anything of argument from: the plat- 
form in support of it. Dr. Blackwood, however, has 
somewhat, though without authority, pledged that I 
should say, at all events, something in support of it. 
Now, Sir, I claim to have known something of Ireland 
for I will not say how long, and something of Popery 
for quite as long as I have known: Ireland. I have 
watched the proceedings of its adherents and of its ad- 
vocates, and I must tell you, sir, that the measure that 
has been taken before the public by the Roman Catholic 
prelates, and to which your resolution refers, has not in 
the least degree surprised me. (Hear.) I recollect that, 
years ago, when [ was accustomed to go to England 
to tell them some news, good or bad ds the case might 
be, in regard to Ireland, and to press the claims of Ire- 
land upon the sympathy of English Evangelism, that I 
was almost everywhere met by the statement, “Oh, you 
do not suppose that Popery inthe 19th century is the 
same thing that it was in the 15th or 16th century. Most 
assuredly it has been modified, it has been purified, it 
has been revived, ithas been ennobled, it has become 
worthy of as much confidence now as any Protestant 
community on the face of the earth.” LTheard sentiments 
to that effectazain and again. Iclaimed to know what 
Popery had been. I claimed to know that the Roman 
Catholic Church deciared itself to be unchangeab!e, 
and I felt confident that all that was wanting for us 
to have before us, in Europe, and ‘elsewhere—in Great 
Britain and Ireland—in our own times, just as it 
was before Europe and the world in the middle ages: 
—was only pat noon! and power. (Applause.) Now, 
sir, do [express myself thus from any want of charity 
to Roman Catholics ? DolI say these things, or do I ap- 
prove of that resolution, because I wish to do any injury 
whatever, civil or religious, to my---I was going to say 
fellow-countrymen, and by adoption I might do so---to 
my fellow-subjects of the British Crown? Sir, 1 was 
in favour, whatever the opinion may be worth, of what 
is called Roman Catholic Emancipation. I would not 
have any man deprived of one atom of civil freedom 
or religious freedom on account of his religious 
convictions --- (applause)---nor on account of his 
religious practices, so far as those practices called 
religious were in keeping with the possession of 
that freedom which is the birthright of man, 
and is chartered to us by the power of the Bri- 
tish Crown. But when principlesand practices come in 
averse to that freedom, in the strength of God we 
stand forth and say, by His authority—“ Hitherto may 
you come, and here must your proud wave be stayed.” 
(Applause.) Mr. Chairman, what is proposed, as I 
understand it, is, that the British Government shall as- 
sign over a certain amount of organisation and of money 
for purposes of education to the Roman Catholic hier- 
archy of Ireland—they to employ that organisation and 
those funds according to their own views of religion. If 
I mistake not, something of this kind was indicated more 
than thirty years ago, in the very first report, or rather in 
the appendix to the first report, of the Commissioners of 
Education appointed in 1825. I think that one of the 
first, if not the first, document in the appendix to 
that report conveys a statement to this effect, that no 
system of education will be acceptable to the Roman 
Catholic hierarchy of Ireland which is not based upon 
religion. I take “ religion,” sir, in the sense in which 
the word would be employed by the party using it. 
I see there claimned and affirmed a right to have the edu- 
cation provided for Roman Catholics associated with 
the religion of Roman Catholics ; and strangely sur- 
prised was I that men on the other side of the Channel did 
not see the thing that I thought I saw, and observe the 
conclusion and inference from it which pressed on my 
own mind. Sir, we have gone farther still. Others 
have made advances. But I am not surprised at this 
movement on the part of the Roman Catholic hierarchy 
upon another ground. The Spirit of God has been 
moving the waters. Oh! I trust the power of that 
Spirit, despite all the hierarchies upon earth, and all the 
powers of earth and hell. Let but that. Spirit, in His 
majesty and might divine—that Spirit in His 
truth, and in grace, and purity, and 
energy divine—but come down into this our 
land and to its evangelisation, and at once, I 
say, that not only many of the priests will abandon 
that faith, but all the priesthood—not only multitudes 
of the people, but all the people. Oh! may that 
Spirit come over your whole ! But isit not to be 
expected that when God shows Himself for the truth 
with power, the opponents of the truth should show 
themselvesin power, and put forth the utmost strength 
they can? Sir, I second this motion. I may have a 
variety of further reasons for it which I do not feel it 
to trouble this meeting with. I believe we

Doctor in Theology--in that very University, a few 
years before I matricniated in it, there passed without 
its walls a distinguished member of it, who afterwards, 
in the course of years, became a Roman Catholic Arch- 
bishop. Was there anything, then, in the constitution 
of that University which prevented our Ro- 
man Catholic fellow-subjects from receiving their 
education ? But, as the exclusive religious views 


of the Fellows and Professors in that University 


were, as I can well understand, objected to by 
Roman Catholics for the sele training of their youth, 
there has been established. in this country the Queen’s 
University, with Colleges in Belfast, Galway, and 
Cork, in which there is no rule as to the particular 
religious denomination of the professors, so that the ob- 
jection to Trinity College could not be urged against 
the Queen’s University by the Roman Catholic clergy 
or laity of Ireland. . Consequently, they are free 
to receive in that University their secular education; 
but, independent of all this, to show that they have 
no special grounds of complaint, there is founded 
in this country an exclusive university for 
them to give a theological education to ecclesiastics 
in their own creed. So that you will observe, I 
think, that they—and I speak of Roman Catholics with 
all kindness, with all ‘affection, and with all regard : 
I number among their ranks near and dear friends, 
whom our differences ecclesiastically can never sepa- 
rate me from socially—I think that they pass without 
the just limits of toleration when they ask more 
than the collegiate institutions and the universities now 
give tothem. And I feel satisfied that if any one who 
guides and governs this great country be inclined, from 
any cause or from any circumstances, to favour one ec- 
clesiastical body in the country,no matter what that ec- 
clesiastical body may be, to the injury of the others, he 
willlose the support of'the great and independent Liberal 
party to which it is my pride and privilege to belong. 
(Loud applause.) | 

The Rev. Dr. M‘Cosh then came forward, and was 
received with great applause. He made a few allu- 
sions to the great topic of the revival, and then 
passed on to say that there was another subject at- 
tracting attention, though not of so much impurtance 
as the revival, yet a great question—viz., thg demands 
of the Romish hierarchy with regard to the education 
question. It might be necessary for the information 
of brethren from other countries just to let them 
know what the demands of the Church of Rome 
were. There were three Queen’s Colleges in Ireland 
---Belfast, Cork, and Galway. The Romish hierarchy 
claimed the Colleges of Cork and Galway for them- 
selves, and they would allow the Established Church 
to retain Trinity College, Dublin—(laughter)---and 
they would hand over to the Presbyterians the 


Belfast Queen’s College. In Ireland there were 
intermediate schodls required---schools between 
the National Schools and the Colleges. If these 


were established, the Romish hierarchy wanted 
to have fifty or ‘sixty of them placed under the 
Christian Brothers or the Jesuits. Then there 
were the National Schools, and they wanted 
to get into their hands about 4.000 of them, to be 
put under the exclusive control of the Romish priests. 
They wanted to have these schools supported by the 
State, but that the teachers should be all under the 
priests—-chosen by them, subject to dismissal by 
them---and that there should be no Government in- 
spection of them; that, in fact, no Protestant be 
allowed to entet them. Then the Romish party, to 
make all things smooth, offered what; perhaps, they 
thought all would wish tor. They would give to each 
particular church just what they might all wish for 
To the Church of England they would give some of 
the National Schools, with a grant to support them ; to 
the Presbyterians, 1,000 National Schools, and 20 or 30 
intermediate schools. ‘There was only one way of 
meeting these parties---it was, that each Protestant 
Church which they came to seduce by®this means would 
not yield in the least degree. (Applause.) He rejoiced 
that ministers of all the Churches assembled at that 
Alliance meeting had spoken against the clams of the 
Church of Rome. The motion was moved by an 
honoured minister of the United Church of England 


| and Ireland ; it was seconded by an eminent Noncon- 


furmist minister of [Ireland ; it was supported by the 
much-respected Bishop of the Diocese---(applause)--- 
by a well-known and esteemed Methodist minister, by a 
leading Norconformist minister of England, and then 
he came himself, as a member of the Presbyterian 
Church. He did not speak with authority on behalf of 
that Church---he would letthe Church speak for itself--- 
but he thought he might venture tosay that the Church 
to which he belonged would not yield one iota to the de- 
mands or offers of Rome. (Hear, hear, and applause.) He 
trusted that the discussion of the question at that meet- 
ing would give the Alliance such information on the 
matter as would enable the members to aid their bre- 
thren in Ireland in withstanding the claims of Rome. 
He knew neither the late Lord Lieutenant of Ireland 
nor the present Lord Lieutenant would be willing that 
Rome would get what she demanded at once; but what 
he feared, was that slight concessions would be made ; 
an if the thin end of the wedge were got in, there were 
hands enough at Rome to drive it farther and farther, 
for the whole affair gave unmistakeable evidence of hav- 
ing been got up in Rome itself. (Hear, hear.) He 
trusted all the Evangelical denominations would unite 
together in resisting the demands of the hierarchy of 
Rome. (Hear, hear, and applause. 

The Chairman then put the motion, which was 
passed unanimously. 

EVENING MEETING. 

At seven o'clock, the Conference met in the May- 
street Presbyterian Church, on account of the greater 
accommodation which it afforded, Every part of the 
building was crowded. The chair was occupied by the 
Right Hon. the Earl of Roden. 

This meeting terminated the sittings of the Alliance 
in Belfast.

CONSERVATORY, GREENHOUSE, &c.-—As the time h 
come when to keep tender plants exposed longer to the 
vicissitudes of our fitful climate would be rash, to say 
the least of it, it. will be well to take advantage of má 
first fine days that offer for housing them, for we by = 
means advise that it be done in wet, sloppy weather 
when they are not ina proper condition, and when many 
other disagreeables will accrue that may be avoided by 
selecting a favourable day for the work. As js too 
frequently the case, many people are anxious 
to have a collection of plants, instead of what 
is greatly to be preferred--a good selection; the conse- 
quence being that very many of the said collection are ill- 
grown, or comparatively of little value. We therefore 
would strongly recommend, before taking them in and 
crowding other plants in the conservatory, or filling the 
greenhouse with anything not reilly worth growing, or 
if worth it, such as is not likely to make a good speci 
men, that all such be discarded at once, as they occupy 
time and place to no purpose, unless it be the positive 
injury of other plants. As previously recommended 
let the plants be placed: so as to stand perfectly clear 
of each other, and on no agcount let either the speci- 
mens, or the pots they are growing in, be staged 
unless in perfectly clean and neat condition, 
See, therefore, that the pots are washed and the surface 
soil loosened, and a little nicely prepared fresh compost 
added, to give a neat appearance. ‘Tie out and train 
azaleas as they require it, and with judgment remove 
any superfluous flower-buds from camelias. In housing 
the plants, begin with those most likely to suffer by 
being left out ; therefore, perhaps, Cape heaths, epactis 
and the more delicate New Holland plants, to which 
drenching rain, such as we have had lately, is parti- 
cularly injurious, should first be got in. Look closely 
and if any trace of mildew be detected on them, sulphur 
immediately. Pot off cuttings of cinerarias as struck 
and prick out and pot seedlings. Look over the early- 
struck plants, and if the roots have reached the sides of 
the pots let them have a shift. Cinerarias are much 
subject to mildew and green fly, and in all stages of 
their growth it is most essen: ial to watch for them, and 
apply the antidotes—sulphur and tobacco smoke “at 
once. 

FLOWER GARDEN, &c.---Protect auriculas from heavy 
rains, but let them have plenty of air ; keep them free 
of dead leaves and green fly ; any prematurely showing 
b!oom should have it p'nched off. Attend to hollyhoek 
cuttings, and sow seed, carefully selected from choice 
distunct sorts, as soon as it is ripe. Make preparations 
for planting tulips and other bulbs. 

Sound good loam, thoroughly decomposed cow Yung, 
or leaf moul:!, with a portion of clean white sand, will 
make a svitable compost for almost every sort of 
bulb. Although more stress is generally laid on 
the composition of scils tor hyacinths, &c., than is 
absolutely necessary, there is one point that is absolutely 
essential to success, and that is, that the drainage be 
good. Ifth:s he attenced to, in detault of better, amy 
good deep garden soil nay be made to grow them well 
enough for «ll ordinary purposes. Let the beds in the 
flower ground be frequently gone over, and all decaying 
flowers and leaves removed; the leaves will be falling 
from this forward; the broom and rake will therefore 
require to be kept constantly going. With attention 
and care much of the gaiety and charm of the flower 
garden and dressed ground may be preserved long after 
this. 

Forcing, Harpy Fruit, AND Wircuen GaAnrpex.— 
Vinenrtks.---Attend to previous directions, where the 
fruitis ripe or colouring, and the lights may be put on the 
early house, and the vines pruned. —1f new bordersare 
about to be made, the compost should now be collected 
and prepared. Attend to tomatoes on the walls; stop 
them and keep the foliage thin, in order that the fruit 
may have the berefit of light and sunshine to assist the 
ripening and colouring process. ? 

Continue to fill every vacant spot in the kitchen 
garden with broccoli, greens; &c.; thin out Jate crops 
of spinach, turnips, and lettuces, and prick out from the 
seed beds cabbages,- cauliflowers, and go on in dry 
weather earthing up celery ; potatoes may be taken up, 
and the ground at onceturned up or filled with some- 
thing else.—--Agricultural Review.
